E. @. Cook, M.L-A., Pineher 
Creek, is cutsing and threshing his 
wheat crop with one operation. He 
uses a machine drawn by eight 
horses, cuts a swath fifteen feet 
wide, and covers 35 to 40 acres 
daily, employing two men, one to 
drive horses and the other to look 
after the threshing machine which 
is operated by a 25 h.p- motor. 
Only enough straw is cut to get all 
the heads. This is elevated as in 
any binder or header and dropped 
into the thresher. Tank wagons 
follow the machine to take the 
wheat stream. Only fields of unis 
formly ripe grain can be success- 
fully handled. Saving of twine, 
stooking, shattering of grain from 
the usual many handlings and of 
labor are effected, amounting in all 
to about 15c per bushel, according 
to Mr. Cook. 


Should Save Seed Corn 


Farmers who are growing Howes 
Alberta Flint Corn in quantity will, 
a8 a matter of course, save seed for 
their own use, or tosell. These 
who are growing it in gardens, 
however, should see to it that they 
save a small quantity of seed for 
their own use.
